There I learned that the war in 
“Europe is not the reason why it will 
be an all-American Christmas this 
year. As has been stated here pre- 
* viously, for the last 20 years, Ameri- 
‘ean manufacturers have set world 
styles in toys. For 10 years, less 
than 5 per cent of American young- 
sters’ toys have come from abroad. 
Most of the imported merchandise 
has been novelties from Japan. But 
this year novelties as well as toys 
have been made by American la- 
bor, according to James L. Fri, 
managing director of the Toy Man- 
ufacturers of the U. S. A. And this 
year’s toys being American-de- 
signed and made, paper hats, balls, 
balloons and box kites are decorated 
in red, white and blue.

It is copied by navy radio men 
in 15 distribution centers located, 
generally, in major capitals of the 
world. There the reports are re- 
copied and airmailed to the outlying 
consular posts. 

Several times during the last year 
when events of great importance oc- 
curred on Sundays a special report 
has been prepared for distribution 
immediately. 

The state department report is 
prepared by Sheldon Thomas of the 
foreign service, a fulltime job for 
him. 

In addition, the department re- 
ports the press conferences of Pres- 
ident Roosevelt and Cordell Hull, 
secretary of state, in detail. 

A spokesman for the department 
said the press conference reports are 
emphasized because Mr. Roosevelt 
and Hull express the foreign policy 
that United States diplomats are to 
carry out.

Views Reflected. 

The report of the conferences 
includes representative questions 
asked by newspaper men of the 
President and secretary of state. 

The state department's news serv: 
ice was inaugurated in 1935 when 
war clouds began to gather over Eu- 
rope and the Far East.

Not only is fertilizer a 
soil improver, but a wealth produc- 
er as well, for records show that 
every dollar spent for fertilizer re- 
sults in an average increase of three 
and a half dollars in the value of 
crops.”

Ware of Suspicious 
Ap pearing Packages 


Police Advise to Avoid All 
Mysterious Parcels. 


ALBANY, N. Y.—Empirec state 
citizens have been warned to be 


wary of suspicious-looking pé ck- 
ages. 

A special warning to residents 
said if a package is observed— 


whether the size of a cigar box, 
over-night bag, valise or satchel— 
lying in a place where it should not 
be, consider it as dangerous. 

The police said ‘‘such a package 
might be found in the factory where 
you are employed, in a place of 
public assembly such as a church, 
synagogue ora movie theater, par- 
ticularly if that theater is present- 
ing a picture of controversial, politi- 
cal. racial or religious character. 

“Railroad stations, trains, ferries, 
bridges, tunnels. river locks also 
may provide locations for planting 
of bombs.” 

Within the past few months state 
police said subversive and destruc- 
tive elements ‘‘began instituting a 
reign of terror by placing, in various 
places, infernal machines, mali- 
ciously designed to explode and de- 
stroy life and property.” 

Residents were advised to be sus 
picious of all unordered and unex 
pected packages. 

“Unless you are an executive ofa 
manufacturing plant, a ranking gov- 
ernment officer, a legislator, a jour 
nalist or writer active in the ex- 
pression of your views on contro- 
versial subjects, it is very doubt- 
ful that the unknown package re- 
ceived by you will be a bomb,”’ the 
police said. 

A minimum distance of 35 to 50 
feet was suggested as a safe dis- 
tance from any suspicious package. 
Persons were advised not to investi- 
gate, touch, handle or attempt to 
open, such a box or container, not 
to put it in water, or throw a stream 
of water on it.
